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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Species B, Figs. 3-6, claims 1 , 4-6 in the reply filed on 
09/21/2004 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as 
an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 2-3, 7-1 9 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 09/21/2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1 , 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e)(1 ) as being anticipated by 
Morrison (US D481, 341 S). 

Claims 1,4-6 

Morrison discloses a wheel adapted to be attached to a vehicle for supporting the 
weight of the vehicle, the wheel comprising: a substantially circular rim adapted to 
receive a tire as shown in the figures; and a lateral surface adapted to face outwardly 
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from a vehicle when mounted thereon, at least a portion of the lateral surface being 
configured to simulate an appearance of an animal covering that has been removed 
from an animal and placed on the wheel, see fig. 1; 

wherein at least a portion of the lateral surface is configured to simulate the appearance 
of alligator or crocodile skin in accordance with claim 4; 

wherein the alligator or crocodile simulation surface comprises a plurality of cellular 
shapes in accordance with claim 5; 

wherein a majority of the cellular shapes comprise three-sided or four-sided shapes with 
substantially non-straight edges in accordance with claim 6.
